German and Austrian priests will be 
compelled to leave the .mandated ter- 
ritory of German New 
Guinea by 
1»2S. according to a decision reach 
ed by the 
Australian 
authorities, 


which has been appealed by Rev. W. 
Gier. superior general of the Society 
of the Divine World, who has 3'Jst 
returned from the territory in the 
course of a world tour. 
In New Guinea there are 21 priests 
and IS brothers, 
mostly Germans. 


an«1 Rev. Gier's appeal said that they 
had served faithfully for 26 years 
and that they desired to co-operate 
w55n the Australian government. 
"The rouipval of these men would 
be a calamity as new men would 
lack the valuable experience of these 
missionaries." the appeal said. "They 
really have been helping the Austral- 
ian govrnment by tnelr abors In eda- 
catiric the natives and there have

Garden farmer and received the moiv- 
ey for 
it at ' Piedmonv warehouse7- 
Plans had be«?n made to capture thi4 
ne^ro the moment he received- the 
check for $149.68. but,he managed to 
make his getaway before he^coiild be 
caught. . 
The'ncgro. to whom the check was 
made in the name of G. Smith, had 
stolen 'the tobacco from C. D. Bryant, 
a farmer of Sprng Garden section. 
The trap was laid to catch the negro 
when the sale was'made and the check 
presented, the owner and -others be- 
ing . at the warehouse practically all 
the morning.

Son of Contractor Brought to Edmunds Hospital 


Following Shooting Affray Near Stacey—• 
Posse Hunts Culprit. 


B. H. Kreis, member of the firm of contractors improving 


the Greensboro road between Ruffin and Stacey was brought 
to Edmunds Hospital this morning gravely shot, it is alleged 
by William Jones, a negro laborer, who early this afternoon 
was being sought by a large posse with bloodhounds. 


Reports from Edmunds hospital this afternoon were that 


the young man was in serious condition. The bullet entered 
above the right shoulder and while apparently missing the 
lung had wrought serious internal damage.

The shooting took place at about seven o'clock this morn- 


ing, the Danville police department being notified some time 
later to look for two negroes who were described. Later 
another message came it being stated that William Jones was 
the negro who did the shooting and describing him as being 
dark ginger color, about 27 years of age with a long promin- 
ent nose, slenderly built, about 5 feet 8 inches tall and weigh- 
ing about 150 pounds. 


:• Police Sergeant J. L. Edwards and 
Polices-Detective J. N. Campbell on 
learning that Kreis had been brought 
to a local, hospital and that he was in 
a serious condition, hastened there in 
order to obtain particulars of the af- 
fair in order-to facilitate the local ef- 
fort in looking for th efugitive negro. 
Kreis told them, it is reported, that 
Jones quit work Saturday and return- 
ed today for his pay, .there being some 
argument about It. Kreis admitted 
that in the course of the argument he 
had struck the negro knocking him 
down with his flst, this after a passage 
of warm 'words. The negro, Kreis is 
reported to have said, jumped up and 
drawing back .about -five, feet, drew a 
.revolver and fired! ithree times point. 


iu'red wfie"ir*ln "failing' -front the'sKof, 
his whole/weight fell on' a jagged 
stump, which did'him damage under 
the arm.- In the immediate' excite- 
ment Jopes and another negro who 
was-,with" him, made their escape. 
The shooting episode took place at 
what' is; known, as .camp No. 1-which 
is situated close to Stacey.

He 
Tallied, however, at the hospital and 
was able to talk clearly to the two of- 
ficers who hastened to the institution. 
Early this afternoon it was reported 
from Ruffin that considerable excite- 


nrent prevailed' around the scene "it. 
the shooting and that " several gooJj 
sized bodies of armed men were, comb*' 
ing ~the countryside. At noon blood- 
hounds said to have been taken to 
the scene from Martinsville. passed 
through Ruffin north, apparently on- 
a trail. -
